FIRST PCA RALLY TO 


It is doubtful if a happier, better vacation 
could have been spent anywhere, anytime by the 
81 PCAers who returned recently from their 
three weeks trek to Stuttgart and Merano. Some 
of the highlights of the trip are described and 
pictured in this issue of Pano.

Following a cocktail party given at Idlewild 
by the Metropolitan New York Porsche Club, 
much popping of bulbs and clicking of shutters, 
ithe big Lufthansa Super Star Constellation 
finally got her gear up for a fast trip to Stutt- 
gart. 


Given a windy push by the outskirts of Hurri- 
cane Helene, the sleepy-eyed group touched down 
ahead of schedule at 8:30 a.m.

A welcome blast greeted the plane as the 
Porsche Club of Stuttgart leaned on their horns.

Why don’t our Dealers have such 
things as a Barber Shop, Snack Counter, and 
Cocktail Lounge for their customers? 


With our Porsches and ourselves well re- 
freshed, we were ready to meander up (or down) 
the Rhine River. As advertised, Castles on every 
hill . . . that night we stayed on a hotel high above 
Koblenz at the Tittersberg. From Koblenz, we 
followed the Mosel Valley . . . a gem for pic- 
turesque beauty far surpassing the more “tour- 
isty” Rhine.

HIGHLIGHTS AND IMPRESSIONS 


...and, I should add, HALLUCINATIONS ... 
the boys that write the Guide Books seem to 
have had ’em (from what this “Traveler of 3 
weeks” experienced). 


DRIVING IN EUROPE 


We had been told . . . “watch the drivers, you'll 
get killed,” “look out for the trucks,” etc., etc. 
So we did, and were we surprised! Believe it or 
not... in the opinion of this Porsche Pusher 
who put 2,000 miles on his new Super in Ger- 
many, France, Switzerland and Italy in 2 weeks, 
the average European motorist is a much better 
driver than the average American driver. 


True enough everyone drives FAST . . . VWs 
go flat out at 70-75 mph, the Fiats, Citroens. 
Opels and Renaults likewise . . . BUT they drive 
expertly. Everyone passes carefully, signals 
meticulously and, apparently KNOWS the capaci- 
ties of the car he drives. We saw no bashes, 
not even a banged bumper, and no road-hogging 
in 2,000 miles (and I’d hate to tell you what 


happens every morning when I drive the 9 miles 
from Virginia in to Washington, D. C.)! 


A part of the reason for this “better driving,” 
in my opinion, would stem from the “discipline” 
to which most Europeans have been conditioned, 
and it has carred over into the driving area. 
Another reason might be the road construction. 
Whereas most U. S. secondary roads are built 
with high crowns, similar highways in Europe 
have little or no crown which makes for easier 
road-holding, especially when passing. 


And a third reason for safer FAST driving 
is the marvelous UNIVERSAL system of road 
Signs and Directions. .In all countries the same 
road signs are used for NO PASSING, ONE 
WAY, CHILDREN AT PLAY, etc. And the 
signs are PICTURES so that all can understand 
them. Direction signs are at ALL intersections, 
large, clear, accurate .. . in fact you can drive all 
day without looking at a map... . just follow the 
signs. I recommend that a delegation of U. S. 
Federal and State Highway officials be sent to 
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RE-STYLING!... 
NOT ALWAYS. 


A few PCAers have been “beefing” recently 
about the style modification of the Porsche ex- 
haust system, i.e.: running the pipes thru the 
bumper over-riders. We wondered too, and 
only learned in a recent conversation with Ferry 
Porsche, the why and wherefore of this change. 


As Mr. Porsche quite emphatically explained, 
no “style” modification ever has been or will be 
made to the Porsche car as such. They (the 
Factory) believe firmly in the Beauty and Dura- 
bility of FUNCTIONAL design. The 356 model 
is the result of extensive experimentation, re- 
search and design to satisfy Aerodynamic FUNC- 
TIONS . . . and therefore is as nearly perfect 
aesthetically as man can devise. 


ANY changes made in the Porsche are FUNC- 
TIONAL only, Mr. Porsche said. In the case 
of the exhaust system, it was learned that: the 
heater operation could be improved; the tem- 
perature in the engine compartment reduced; 
and cleaner hot air blown thru the heater ducts 
by changing the position of the exhaust pipes. 
The change required a greater distance between 
pipes. The ONLY place they could go was . 
thru the over-riders. 


Note to the Factory: PCAers like the Porsche 
because it IS FUNCTIONALLY designed .. . 
we’re glad that it will stay that way. We suggest 
however, that PCA be informed directly of the 
TRUE reason for modifications rather than to 
let us assume that you are copying American 
Styling.
